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A TV REALITY show format 
may be used to help attract 
new businesses to fill empty 
shops. 

Newmarket’s recently-formed 
Retailers’ Association has come up 
with the idea of holding a contest to 
attract entrepreneurs to the town and 
create more interest for shoppers. 

They are working on a competition 
along the lines of television’s Dragon’s 
Den - and they are hoping that it could 
attract support from a television 
company 

The winners of the contest would be 
offered rent-free use of a shop until the 
business is established. 

The association has been seeking 
sponsors for the project and is also 
hoping to get owners of some of the 
town’s empty shops to agree to a rent- 
free period for the winners. 

There are currently nearly 20 empty 
shops in the town and the association is 
keen to see them occupied. 

Julie Eden, who runs Coffee and Co in 
Palace Street and is a member of the 
association’s empty shop scheme 
committee, said: “We want to find 
someone with a great business idea to 
benefit Newmarket and bring 
something in that will make the High 
Street a more vibrant place. 

“We think it’s an exciting idea. People 
we have spoken to also think it’s exciting 
and have been very supportive. 

“We just want to see Newmarket 
thrive.” 

The association is aiming for the 
contest to get off the ground so that 
several new shops could open in the 
town by next summer. 

Richard Goss, who runs Venus Hair 
and Beauty in Rous Road and is also on 
the empty shop scheme committee, 
said: “We’ve had fabulous support so far.

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Border agency 
detains workers 


TWO suspected illegal 
immigrants were arrested 
when officers from the UK 
Border Agency raided a fast 
food oudet in Mildenhall. 

The two men, from Pakistan, 
have been detained pending 
deportation. 

They were arrested when Border 
Agency officials carried out checks 
at the KFC in Market Place. 

The agency said one of the men, 
aged 28, was working at the take¬ 
away. But a spokesman for KFC 
later denied that he was employee. 

The other man arrested was a 
40-year-old team leader at the 
KFC, which is operated on a 
franchise basis. 

Forged documents including a 
National Insurance Card and an 
Italian passport were found at his 
home. 

KFC was issued with a warning 
that they could be fined up to 
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£20,000 for employing the men, 
unless bosses can prove that they 
carried out the correct right-to- 
work checks on their employees. 

Rebecca Newell, from the UK 
Border Agency’s Suffolk and north 
east Essex Local Immigration 
Team, said: “Illegal working is 
unfair on honest employers who 
recruit staff with the right to work 
in the UK and who pay them a 
proper salary. 

“We are happy to work with 
businesses to ensure the right pre¬ 
employment checks are carried 
out. But bosses who don’t play by 
the rules face on-the-spot fines 
and could potentially end up in 
jail. 

“There are strict rules about 
which foreign nationals can get a 
job in the UK and businesses have 


a clear responsibility to carry out 
the right checks.” 

But a spokesman for KFC 
maintained that the company had 
carried out proper checks. 

“We never knowingly employ 
anyone who is not allowed to work 
in this country” he said. 

Last year UK Border Agency 
workers carried out 900 raids in the 
Midlands and East region to check 
on illegal workers.

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A DISABLED girl is 
“devastated” after her 
dream birthday treat to 
see pop band Westlife at 
Newmarket was ruined. 

Shelby Powell, who suffers 
from a rare condition called 
metatrophic dysplasia, is 
confined to a wheelchair most 
of the time as her bones are too 
weak. 

The condition prevents the 
11-year-old from growing 
properly and despite her age, 
she has osteoporosis, which has 
caused her spine to curve. 

As a birthday treat, her aunt, 
Diana Read, decided to take 
Shelby to see the pop band at 
Newmarket Racecourse. 

Shelby was “over the moon” 
to see the foursome along with 
her aunt, sister Taylor, 9, and 
cousin Natalie, 21. 

But they say the concert, on 
Friday, August 13, was ruined 
after they were made to sit at 
the back of the thousands- 
strong crowd. 

Mrs Read, 42, from Soham, 
described the racecourse’s 
disabled facilities as “shocking” 
and wrote to bosses there 
demanding answers. 

She told the Weekly News: 
“I’ve been to many events at the 
racecourse but it wasn’t until I 
took Shelby with me that I 
realised how poor the disabled 
facilities are. 

“Being huge Westlife fans, 
Shelby and the girls were so 
excited that we left hours in 
advance. We wanted the best 
spot we could get and ended up 
being one of the first groups 
there. 

“We were near the front of

She is now urging the 
racecourse to upgrade its 
facilities for others who may 
visit for concerts. 

Newmarket Racecourse 
refused to comment.

College to challenge 
GCSE English marks 


POOR marks in the GCSE 
English exam are to be 
challenged by a school 
which has otherwise seen 
an improvement in results. 

Newmarket College has 
recorded its best GCSE results for 
six years with 56 per cent of 
students getting five A* to C 
grades and 100 per cent getting 
five passes. 

But Dr Bob Cadwalladr, the 
principal, said the English results 
were “shockingly low” and had 
brought the school’s other key 
performance figure of five A*-C, 
including maths and English, 
down to 28 per cent which, he 
said, was “simply too low”. 

With better English results the 
figure should have been around 
40 per cent, he said. 

Last year saw students at the 
school achieving a pass rate of 
more than 60 per cent in English. 
But it slumped to just 33 per cent 
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this year. 

Dr Cadwalladr said: “We were 
gobsmacked and the head of 
English is distraught.” 

He said it was felt that the 
media texts paper was “harshly” 
marked and the marking would 
be challenged. 

“We have a really strong team 
in our English department and 
the head has been made an 
advanced skills teacher,” he said. 

“We’re very concerned about 
these results.” 

But he said he was pleased 
with the overall results. 

Among the top achievers were 
Richard Allitt with eight A* and A 
grades, Rori Saxby who had seven 
A* and A grades, and Richenda 
Jaggard who had five A* and As. 

In last week’s A-Levels results, 
the college recorded an A*-C pass 
rate of 53 per cent, with 93 per 


cent of students achieving a pass 
grade of A*-E. 

Dr Cadwalladr said: “Overall 
the results are better than the 
national averages and we’re really 
pleased to say that we have 
significantly exceeded our 
targets.” 

A German exchange student 
was among the top A-level 
performers. 

Alex Weissburd wanted to 
study at an English school and 
gain a place at Cambridge 
University. He achieved three A* 
grades as well as an A grade and 
two A grade AS-levels. 

Other A* achievers at the 
college were Lauren Cope who 
gained her grade in sociology and 
Parris Lane, who gained hers in 
art. 

Among the other top results at 
the college were Robert 
Guenigault, who had three As 
and a B. He is due to take up a 
place at Surrey University.

£1.5m asking 
price for hostel

A COUNCIL is hoping to 
get more than £1.5 million 
for a closed-down former 
hostel for the homeless. 

Rockfield House, in Bury Road, 
Newmarket, is being put on the 
market by Forest Heath District 
Council after it closed earlier this 
year. 

But the Save Historic 
Newmarket action group is 
concerned that the Victorian 
mansion could be sold for 
development. 

The group was formed more 
than two years ago following a 
row over an “inappropriate” 
development of flats in the 
garden of a house almost 
opposite Rockfield House. 

Rachel Hood, of SHNAG, said: 
“We don’t want another vandal- 
isation of the conservation area. 
We’re extremely concerned.” 

Leading international agents 
Savills are about to put the 
property on the market on behalf 
of the council. 

The agents have said the house, 
which is not listed but is in a 
conservation area, already has 
planning permission for use as a 
residential home for the elderly 


but it could be used “in a variety 
of ways” with the right planning 
permission. 

Richard Janes, from Savills 
development team in Cambridge 
who is handling the sale, said: 
“Rockfield House is a unique 
building in a prominent position 
in Newmarket. 

“Due to its flexibility on use, 
this property could appeal to a 
broad variety of purchasers. We 
are expecting a good amount of 
interest in the site given its wide 
appeal and location. 

“Rockfield House could be 
purchased as a residential dwell¬ 
ing, development opportunity or 
even for equestrian use with the 
right planning permission in 


place.” 

The council has developed new 
homeless accommodation in 
Park Lane, Newmarket, in 
conjunction with a housing 
association. 

Rockfield House closed earlier 
this year after being used as a 
hostel for homeless families for 
around 30 years. 

It had 12 rooms when used as a 
hostel and is situated between 
leading racehorse trainer Luca 
Cumani’s stables and the Bedford 
Lodge Hotel. It was originally part 
of the Duke of Bedford’s stables 
complex in Newmarket and dates 
from around 1820. 

It is due to go on the market 
from September 1.

John Barker 
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Visiting beastie has no sting in its tail 


IT may look like it has a fearsome 
sting in the tail but this little beastie is 
actually harmless. 

Lorraine Tooke found the black-and- 
yellow striped insect at her house in 
Stow-cum-Quy on Monday and was 
puzzled to know what it might be. 

She said: “I found it in my lounge - 
it had flown in. It was about an inch or 
an inch-and-a-half long. 


“It was very strange looking. I’ve 
never seen anything like it before.” 

Experts at Cambridge University’s 
zoology department identified the 
insect. 

Russell Stebbings, insect room 
assistant, said: “This is, as far as I 
can tell, a female Urocerus gigas - a 
sawfly, horntail or a wood wasp.” 

The adults are usually about an 


inch-and-a-half long and are found 
near coniferous woods. 

The female has a long pointed tube 
at the back of her body and this is 
often mistaken for a stinging organ. 

Mr Stebbings said: “The protrusion 
at the back is an ovipositor, used in 
egg laying, and is certainly not a 
sting.” 


Snooker club 
to close doors 


A POPULAR snooker club 
is closing its doors for the 
last time after around 25 
years. 

Newmarket Snooker Centre, in 
All Saints Road, will close on 
Saturday following its sale for 
redevelopment. 

A search for alternative, 
smaller, premises proved fruitless 
and plans to move to the town’s 
former Conservative Club fell 
through earlier this year. 

Now the club, originally 
branded with the name of top 
1980’s player Willie Thorne, is set 
for demolition to make way for a 
housing scheme. 

It has been under the current 
ownership of Delstore Leisure 
since 1992. 

Tony Carr, general manager of 
the club for the past 11 years,

said: “Unfortunately we have 
been left with nowhere to go, but 
we will still keep looking for 
alternative premises. 

“Memberships will be valid at 
our club in Coldhams Road,

the wind out of the sales of 
snooker clubs and the recession 
of the last few years has made it 
really difficult.” 

The club also had six bowling 
lanes until June when they 
closed. 

Six staff employed by the club 
will be made redundant. 

Mr Carr said: “It’s a great 


shame that Newmarket is losing 
yet another facility. We have had 
some marvellous young players 
come through the club and go on 
to represent their country. 

“We would like to thank 
everyone who has supported the 
club over the years and hope that 
they will come along on Saturday 
to say their goodbyes.” 

He added: “I’m particularly sad 
about the staff who are losing 
their jobs. They have been 
fantastic. 

“You can’t run a business like 
this without good staff and I’m 
proud of them all.” 

Planning permission was 
granted earlier this year to 
redevelop the site with 14 homes. 

The club has been on the 
market as a development site 
with a £1.2 million price tag. 


Nature scheme for farmland 


A FURTHER 170 acres of 
former farmland will 
become a wetland 
habitat in the latest 
extension of a National 
Trust nature reserve. 

Burwell Fen, which 
lies between Burwell and 
Reach Lodes, is part of 
the Wicken Fen vision to 
create a wildlife habitat 
extending to the 
outskirts of Cambridge. 

East Cambridgeshire 
District Council’s 
planning committee is 
due to consider the 
National Trust’s applic¬ 


ation for planning 
permission at its next 
meeting on Wednesday. 

The scheme will lead 
to the creation of an area 
of deeper water where 
material will be dug out 
to form a 1.7-mile bank 
or bund around the area. 

The bund, which will 
be about half a metre, 
will allow water to 
accumulate within the 
area creating boggy 
ground and reed beds. 

The land was last used 
to grow crops more than 
eight years ago. 


Since then it has been 
used for summer grazing 
by cattle. 

A previous planning 
application was with¬ 
drawn in January after 
concern was raised 
about flooding and 
possible harm to existing 
wildlife. 

But a report by agents 
acting for the National 
Trust said the issues had 
now been addressed. 

Other areas of former 
farmland have already 
been incorporated into 
the Wicken Fen reserve. 


Neighbours spot 
recycled items 

NOSY neighbours in the East 
of England keep a close eye 
on what the people next door 
recycle. 

Research commissioned by 
carton manufacturer Tetra 
Pak shows residents notice 
what neighbours recycle in 
order to assess their lifestyle.

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Rosalind runs for baby unit 
which helped her survive 



L ying in the 
incubator, her 
tiny body a 
mass of wires and 
tubes, little Rosalind 
Wallduck was 
fighting for her life. 
Born a terrifying 12 
weeks premature, 
she weighed a 
fragile 21b 7oz; after 
suffering a 
collapsed lung, she 
was battling for 
every breath. 

“It must have been 
absolutely terrifying for 
my mum,” says 
Rosalind, now 23. “She 
was told I might not 
make it and, if I did, that 
I could have learning 
difficulties or be 
physically disabled... 

“She says that, more 
than anything, she 
would have loved to be 
able to look into the 
future and see me now - 
happy, healthy and 
living a normal life.” 

With a BA and MPhil 
from Cambridge 
University already to her 
name, Rosalind is 
currently studying for a 
PhD in archaeology; 
she’s just returned from 
a research trip to 
Belgrade. 

A keen sportswoman

in her spare time, she’s 
currently training for the 
new hockey season. 

And she's got a 
bulging social diary too: 
this summer she trekked 
the Inca Trail with her 
boyfriend. 

Sitting in a Cambridge 
cafe, sipping a 
cappuccino, Rosalind 
explains that her 
traumatic start in life is, 
thankfully, little more 
than a distant memory 
for her family. But, for 
many other families, it’s 
a very different story. 

According to national 
statistics, an incredible 
54,500 babies were born 
pre-term in the UK in 
2008. 

That’s 149 premature 
babies born every day - 
six an hour. And trends 
suggest that figure is 
rising, year on year. 

Studies show that, at 
30 months old, just 
under 50 per cent of 
children born at 26 
weeks or less have a 
disability: lung 
conditions, slow 
development, problems 
with the nervous 
system. 

It has also been found 
that being born very 


early can affect a child’s 
ability to process 
information, attention 
span and hand-eye co¬ 
ordination 
(www. bliss, org. uk). 

“I know how lucky I 
am; how different things 
might have been,” says 
Rosalind, who grew up 
near Royston. “In fact, if 
it wasn’t for the team at 
Addenbrooke’s, I might 
not be here at all. 

“That’s why I decided 
to do the Great South 
Run to raise money for 
the neo-natal intensive 
care unit - to give 
something back.” 

Specially designed 
and equipped to care for 
the sickest and most 
vulnerable babies, 
Cambridge’s neo-natal 
intensive care unit 
(NICU), based at the 
Rosie, receives referrals 
for critically ill babies 
from across the region. 

“I knew I wanted to do 
something significant 
this year,” continues 
Rosalind, who’s studying 
at fesus College, 
Cambridge. 

“At Christmas a friend 
of mine, who did the 
Great North Run last 
year, asked me what my 
resolution was going to 
be - and asked if I’d like 
to do the Great South 
Run with her...

“I wanted to do it for a 
good cause and I wanted 
it to be something 
personal to me - so the 
NICU was the perfect 
choice.” 

Although playing 
hockey keeps Rosalind 
pretty fit, she admits 
finding the endurance 
element of training for a 
10-mile run is a real 
challenge. 

“I’m at that stage of 
training where thinking 
about the run makes me 
feel a bit sick,” she 
laughs. “The worst thing 
is actually fighting the 
boredom: fighting the 
voice in my head which 
keeps saying: ‘OK, I want 
to stop now When can I 
stop?’” 

And squeezing 
training runs into her 
already packed schedule 
hasn’t been easy. 

“I started out in the 
gym in January, building 
up fitness, then moved 
on to three training runs 
a week,” continues 
Rosalind. “What with the 
trip to Belgrade and 
doing the Inca Trail, it’s 
been hard to stick to that 
of late - but I’ve got until 
October 24, so I know I’ll 
get there.” 

Keen to complete the 
Great South Run in less 
than 90 minutes, 
Rosalind has set herself a 
fundraising target of 
£1,000. The event, which 
takes place in 


Portsmouth and attracts 
23,000 runners every 
year, raises thousands 
for a huge range of 
charities. 

Rosalind says thinking 
about the work that goes 
on in NICU each and 
every day is a huge 
motivation. 

“Eighteen weeks into 
the pregnancy, my mum 
suffered a placental 
abruption - when the 
placenta comes away 
from the uterus,” she 
recounts. “It's a scary 
condition: it can cause 
miscarriage. 

“She was put on bed 
rest and told she could 
leave hospital when she 
stopped bleeding; she 
carried on bleeding for 
the next 10 weeks, until 
she actually went into 
labour.” 

Until then, Rosalind’s 
mother, Margaret, had 
been in the Lister 
Hospital, Stevenage. 
When doctors realised 
her baby was going to be 
delivered dangerously 
premature, they 
transferred her to the 
Rosie in Cambridge. 

“It was the only place 
that could cater for such 
a tiny baby,” Rosalind 
explains. “Apparently, 
when I was born, I cried 
straight away which was 
a good sign - it meant I 
was breathing. 

“But I still had to go 
straight into an 


incubator and be fed by 
tube. And, a couple of 
hours after I was born, 
one of my lungs 
collapsed, so they had to 
put a chest drain in: I’ve 
still got the scar.” 

For a while, Rosalind 
admits it was touch and 
go. But, despite her 
fragile appearance, she 
proved to be a tough 
baby: when she was 
finally sent home, after 
almost two months in 
hospital, it was still four 
weeks before her official 
due date. 

From then on, 

Rosalind continued to 
thrive: aside from a few 
additional eye tests 
when she was a little girl, 
she can’t recall her life 
being any different to 
that of her friends. Her 
parents, Margaret and 
Simon, went on to have a 
son, born less than two 
years later; that 
pregnancy was trouble- 
free. 

“Premature birth is 
more common than 
people realise,” 
concludes Rosalind. 

“And, as I know, the care 
those babies receive in 
the first few hours and 
days makes all the 
difference - it can shape 
the rest of their lives.”

“Drivers can greatly 
reduce the chances of 
doing serious harm if 
you are travelling at the 
speed limit designated 
for the road you're 
travelling on. 

“We are already 
heavily focussed on 
excessive speeding this 
month and this cam¬ 
paign gives us the 
chance to continue do¬ 
ing so through both 
education and enforce¬ 
ment. 

“It's a minority of 
drivers who feel they 
are above the law that 
place the majority of 
the public at risk - and 
it’s these motorists we 
will be targeting.”

The big film 



SALT (12A, 100 mins) 
Action/Thriller. Angelina Jolie, 

Liev Schreiber, Chiwetel Ejiofor, 
Daniel Olbrychski, August Diehl 
and Andre Braugher.

ANGELINA Jolie’s first film for two 
years takes itself far too seriously. 
Salt, named after the CIA operative 
played by Jolie, is a thinly-veiled 
attempt at making a Bourne-esque 
franchise, but rather than be 
genuinely gripping, the plot starts 
slow, is predictable and the script is 
cliched. 

The action opens “two years ago” in 
North Korea, where we find an 
unfeasibly blonde Jolie stripped to 
her underwear, bound and covered 
in blood. 

She’s released with the help of her 
German arachnologist boyfriend 
(Diehl) and we flash forward to their 
spider-strewn apartment, on their 
wedding anniversary. 

At CIA HQ in Washington, Evelyn 
Salt is set to leave for the day, when 
she and her boss Winter (Schreiber) 
are called to interrogate Russian 
defector Orlov (Olbrychski) who 
accuses Salt of being part of a cell 
of Russian sleeper spies who are 
about to be activated in what he 
terms Day X. 

Salt, he claims, will kill the Russian 


President at the American vice- 
president’s funeral in New York. 
Realising her husband’s in danger, 
Salt tells Winter: “I’m not a goddamn 
Russian spy”, before blasting her 
way out of the building and jumping 
from truck to truck in a car chase. 
Cue cheesy flashbacks of Evelyn 
meeting her husband for the first 
time in a hot-house, as she finds 
he’s not at home and kits herself up 
to head to New York. 

While crowds mass round a church 
before the funeral, Salt evades her 
CIA colleagues and slips into the 
subway and the church vault to 
carry out the assassination of the 


Russian president. But is she really a 
sleeper spy? 

Jolie can still kick some serious butt 
- there’s a huge body count in the 
film - but too often it seems she’s 
just going through the motions and 
some of the high-octane moments 
lack spark. 

Chiwetel Ejiofor is on form as the 
counter-intelligence officer who 
chases Salt throughout the film, and 
is integral to the final scene which 
sets up a sequel. If there are tongue- 
in-cheek moments, they don’t raise 
a laugh and the dull colour palette 
does nothing to lift the film out of the 
realms of mediocrity.

Plant carefully and enjoy 
a colourful late summer 


D on’t be 

downhearted if 
your summer 
borders look a little 
faded, because you can 
still have a riot of colour 
in late summer if you 
plant carefully 
Blazing crocosmias and red 
hot pokers, burnt orange 
heleniums and deep yellow 
rudbeckias will brighten up 
any border at this time of year, 
partnered with impressive 
foliage plants such as the 
smoke bush (Cotinus) and 
cordyline. 

Dahlias, hollyhocks, 
Michaelmas daisies, 
nasturtiums, day lilies and 
summer- flowering 
euphorbias provide much- 
needed freshness. Many 
combine well with perennial 
verbenas and grasses. 

Try growing thistle-like 
Cynara (a group which 
includes the cardoon and 
globe artichoke), which 
produces handsome foliage 
and dramatic purple thistle 
flower heads at the back of a 
border to add summer 
interest to shrubs, or allow 
them to grow through cottage

garden favourites. 

Plant sun-loving cone 
flowers (Echinacea), in shades 
of pink and white. The daisy¬ 
like flowers and height (they 
can grow to 120cm (4ft tall) 
mean they work well towards 
the back of the border, they 
attract bees and butterflies 
and add impact alongside 
globe thistle (Echinops) and 
monarda. 

You may have to go to a 
specialist grower to find 
perennial sunflowers 
(Helianthus) but it will be 
worth it for the zingy yellow 
blooms they produce in late 
summer. 

Like their annual cousins, 
they like a warm, sunny spot, 
but perennial sunflowers 
aren’t fussy about soil 
provided they have good 


drainage. 

The flowers are more subtle 
than those of the annuals and 
there are numerous varieties, 
ranging from H. salicifolius, a 
tall plant with small daisy-like 
blooms which last well into 
autumn, to the golden yellow 
double variety ‘Lodden Gold’. 

Red Schizostylis coccinea 
‘Major’, russet-coloured 
Helenium ‘Moerheim Beauty’, 
cool yellow Phygelius aequalis 
‘Yellow Trumpet’, blue 
Agapanthus Headbourne 
Hybrids and bright blue Aster 
frikartii ‘Monch’ all provide 
late colour. 

Dark-leaved caster oil 
plants and orange-flowered 
dahlias such as D. ‘David 
Howard’ provide striking 
colour, along with tall red hot 
pokers such as Kniphofia 
rooperi and the deep red D. 
‘Altami Corsair’, all of which 
are attention grabbers. 

Use drifts of perennial 
border phloxes in the middle 
of borders to provide intense 
pools of summer colour. 
Herbaceous potentillas or 
small asters can be planted in 
front to hide the bare phlox 
stems. Phloxes are ideal 
follow-on plants for poppies 
and shouldn’t need staking 


except in windy gardens. 

Don’t let them dry out in 
summer as they need a moist 
soil. 

If you want to add late 
summer-flowering plants to 
an existing border, buy as 
many of the same colour and 
variety as you can afford and 
repeat-plant them through 
the border to unify it and 
develop a sense of rhythm. 

Such plants will need to 
have a distinct colour and 
reasonably long flowering 
season. Keep it simple and 
remember that limiting the 
colour palette can greatly 
increase the impact. 

In general, when mixing 
colours, aim either for all 
pastel shades - pale pinks, 
blues, mauves, creams - or 
strong contrasting colours - 
reds, yellows, strong blues and 
purples. If you mix strong 
colours with pastel ones, the 
bright colours will swamp the 
more subtle ones. 

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
Agapanthus 

I always seem to see 
agapanthus at their best in 
warmer climes, but it is 
possible to have plenty of 



success with these glorious 
globes of blue or white flowers 
in this country, as they come 
into their own in late summer. 
Growing to around 80cm 
(31in) tall, the flowers appear 
above a fountain of strappy 
foliage in August and, while 
they’ve a reputation for being 
tender, some varieties such as 
the Headbourne 
Hybridswhile and the 
deciduous A. campanulatus 
can withstand frost. 

In milder gardens they are 
long-lived perennials which 
require little maintenance, 


while in cooler areas they will 
need a winter mulch of 
bracken or can be grown in 
containers which can be 
moved under cover in winter. 

They should be grown in an 
open, sunny spot in well- 
drained soil and make good 
plant partners for perennials 
including phlox and 
hemerocallis. 

If you’re growing them in 
pots, plant them on into 
bigger containers each spring 
using loam-based compost 
and add some slow-release 
fertiliser.

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a j’ob - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.

MOVING HOME

Moving home can be a complicated business and, in the hectic run to the big 
day, it is all too easy to forget something vital. The Property News offers their 
readers this handy checklist that should help avoid major pitfalls. We suggest 
you tick off the items as you deal with them... 


WITH FOUR WEEKS TO GO: 


I—. Get estimates from removal companies, checking that comprehensive insurance cover is 
[J available against damage or loss. Is there a packing and unpacking service? Confirm the 
date of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

□ Check on your home contents insurance policies to ensure that you are covered for the 
move, and covered at your new address. 

□ Make arrangements for your gas and electricity meters (plus water meters where relevant) 
to be read and all your appliances to be disconnected on the day of your move. 

□ Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 


□ Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

Q Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


□ Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

□ Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

□ Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out! 


WITH ONE WEEK TO GO: 


I Q Send off change of address cards. 

_ Q Arrange and pay for automatic redirection of your mail by the Post Office. 

□ a Cancel and pay up accounts for routine delivery services such as milk, groceries, fuel and 
your Cambridge Evening News. Re-organise these deliveries for your new address. 

□ Defrost refrigerators in preparation for move and, if you are moving a freezer and its 
contents, turn it up to maximum for a couple of days before you move.

WITH ONE DAY TO GO: 


□ Complete your packing except for those items you are likely 
to need overnight, and prepare a picnic for moving day. 

Have a large enough cash 'float' available to deal with 
fj unexpected expenses, and make sure you have collected 
documents and valuables together in a safe place. 

□ Cover carpets which are being left behind, so as to minimise 
damage during furniture removal. 

□ Check through previous lists to make sure nothing has been 
overlooked, then enjoy a worry-free early night! 


ON MOVING DAY: 


Strip beds and pack bedding and nightclothes. 

Q Pack items for washing/toiletries. 

Q Take down curtains. 

□ Take up rugs, carpets, floor coverings, as required. 

Dismantle any light fittings etc., not included in the sale. 

Turn off electric appliances. 

Disconnect cooker. 

□ Turn off boiler/central heating. 

Q Turn off water. 

Read gas meter. 

Q Read electricity meter. 

Q Secure all windows. 

□ Lock all doors. 

Leave key as arranged with new owners. 

□ On arrival at your new home, unpack slowly and 
methodically so that you can check for loss or damage.

LAST week Cambridge Valet 
Service opened for business on 
Clifton Road Industrial Estate, 
promising to make your motor 
sparkle like it’s never sparkled 
before, writes Mike Scialom. 

“I’ve always liked things very 
clean anyway,” says founder Simon 
Walters cheerily when I met him at 
Cambridge Valet Centre’s frankly 
spotless premises off Hills Road last 
week. “The first vehicle I bought 
was very cheap and I cleaned it up 
every weekend for months, 
teaching myself as I went along. 

“My mate was in the car valeting 
trade and he said: ‘You put me to 
shame, you should be doing that as 
a trade.’” 

And now he is: Cambridge Valet 
Centre is open and Simon, still only 
30ish, is outlining exactly how 
much expertise goes into restoring 
a car to its pristine state. 

For instance, I mention that my 
Mazda was keyed and needs paint 
restoration. How does that work? 

“We wouldn’t just want to mask 
the problem,” Simon says, “we 
measure the depth of paint at the 
level of microns using a paint 
gauge. 

“There’s three layers applied to a 
car: the first is the primer, the anti¬ 
corrosive coat. The second is the 
paint coat and the last is the 
lacquer coat. Most workshops will 
rub the paint down to smooth out 
the marks - and quite often they’ll 
go through the lacquer and then 
the whole panel will need a respray. 

“We use Rupes’ top-of-the-range 
tools for polishing. We prep it first, 
use a pre-wax cleanser, and natural 
waxes from Brazil. Our oils, gels 


and hard compounds all imported 
direct from a New York firm, and 
we’ve got a young team with an eye 
for detail who are eager to learn.” 

It’s not just paintwork that can 
get sorted out, of course. Window 
tinting, alloy wheel refurbishment, 
dent removal, bumper repair, plus 
leather and carpet restoration are 
all on the menu. Plus, if you have a 
convertible, Cambridge Valet 
Centre specialises in the Renova 


service, which sorts out mucky 
drop-top roofs. 

“Sometimes when we get them 
they’re like green after being left 
under trees for a year,” Simon says 
with a rueful smile, “and we have to 
soak them overnight, colour match 
it, clean it brush stroke by brush 
stroke because you can’t speed the 
process up. 

“We use a cleaner, reviver, 
proofer and a plastic window 


polish - we spray-test it to be sure 
it’s properly sealed: I’d never let one 
go out the door without it being 
100 per cent.”
